SECTION  C,  SANITARY  CIRGUMSTMGES  OF  THE  AREA, 
1 ,  Sewerage  and.  Sewage  Pi  sposal , 


The  Sewage  Disposal  plant  at  Now  Hunstanton  has  operated 
satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

Trouble  has  been  experienced  on  tho  South  Beach  as  it  has 
not  always  been  possible  to  operate  the  ejector  which  servos 
this  area  at  sufficiently  frequent  intervals,  Tho  compressor 
plant  serving  this  ejector  is  v/orl<ed  by  steam  rfeiisod  at  the 
Gas  Works,  It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  steps  will 
bo  taken  to  electrify  the  system. 

It  has  not  been  possible  during  the  year  to  proceed 
any  further  with  tho  plans  for  the  re-sevi/ering  of  Hunstanton 
North  but  it  is  hoped  that  some  advance  wiil  be  made  with  this 
project  during  1950,  In  tho  meantiirie  every  care  is  being 
taken  to  operate  the  existing  disposal  plant  as  satisfactorily 
as  possible.

3 •  Water  Supply, 

A  satisfactory  supply  of  water  was  maintained  during 
tho  3 oar,  and  the  total  gallonago  of  water  pumped  durin*^ 
1949  was  94,857,000  as  against  94,419,000  during  1948, 

During  the  year  4  samples  of  water  v/ero  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  The  analysis  showed 
that  the  ¥/ater  was  adequately  chlorinated  and  was 
satisfactory  for  drinking  purposes,  Arrangements  have 
been  made  for  more  regular  sampling  to  be  carried  out 
during  1950, 

All  houses  in  the  di  strict  have  direct  mains  supply 
of  \\/’ater  with  tho  exception  of  29  houses  in  Hunstanton 
North  which  have  .mains  supply  from  communal  taps.
